The following paragraph on the * culture 
of silk,” is from an article in the American 
Magazine, published in Philadelphia Octo- 
ber, 1758: 

‘The culture of silk has, in every part of 
the world, been esteemed a curious and a 
profitable employment. Persia and China do 
not seem to be better fitted for this important 
braAch of trade, than are these American colo- 
nies. Mulberries grow spontaneously, and 
may be easily propagated. Worms agree well 
with the climate, and make the best silk.— 
The whole time of attention to complete the 
silk making, does not exceed six or seven 
weeks. I'wo or more acres, planted in due 
order with mulberries, is sufficient to feed as 
many worms as will spin forty or fifty pounds 
worth of silk; and boys or girls are sufficient 
to gather the leaves, "Tis a wonder that this 
useful manufacture is so universally neglected. 
He that would properly understand it, should 
| consult Pullein.’”—Village Retord.

CORK.—Cork is pleasantly situated upon 
the Lee, the greaier part of the city occupy 
ing an island formed by the two branches, 
which are crossed in many places by hand- 
some stone bridges uniting the principal 
streets. The town is entirely surrounded by 
hills, forming the banks of the river, and co- 
vered to their summits with ranges of houses 
and elegant country seats. Most of the streets 
are narrow ; the buildings are of grey stone, 
and there is nothing very prepossessing in its 
aspect, with the exception of the suburbs, 
which are uncommen neat, [ts population is 
about 100,000, covering an area of four miles 
square. its commerce and manufactures are 
extensive, it being the second town in magni- 
tude of the Island. Vessels of 150 tons come 
into the heart of the city, and the inahbitants 
are now engaged in deepening the channel 
four feet, so as to admit vessels of greater bur- 
then. There is a good show of enterprize 
with a portion of the citizens, who however 
have many drawbacks and sustain heavy bur- 
thens in support of the poor. The number of 
paupers and vagrants exceeds ail calculation, 
and numerous asthe charitable institutions are, 
they are wholly inalequate to the wants of the 
city. In the founding hospital we found 1200 
children; in the fever hospital 200; in the 
lunatic asylum as many more; and in the 
house of industry an equal number. ‘The large 
county and city gavls, situate opposite each 
other on the banks of the river, are also filled 
with tenants. In fact every refuge for the 
poor is filled, still leaving the streets, filled 
with vagrants.

guage, incident, and story. Theauibor of the 
Tales of Somerville, tieads a road which ha- 
borne many hterary travellers in former times 
This circumstance would necessarily desiroy 
every ar of originality, but sull it affords hin, 
an opportunity tur the display of fine taste anc 
curtivaicd literary powers. Considesing these 
tales as the first attempt of & young man of 
taste and genius, we must acknowledge they 
possess Many indications of tai-nt, which a 
cyper age and more acquaintance with the world 
‘ib bring forth in their fullest lustre. The 
‘olume consists of a number of short stories 
united together by the simple circumstance ol 
contiguity in ime and place. They appear to 
e the annals of a primitive village in Pennsy!- 
vania, sketched by a mind tha: gave the tinge 
of its own fancy to the outlines of the objecis 
with which be bad been surrounded.
